WASHINGTON, June 16—Dr. 
J. Robert Oppenheimer’s reluc- 
tance to give his “moral sup- 
ont to development of the 

ydrogen. bomb delayed the 
project by almost five years, in 
the opinion of Dr. Edward Tel- 
ler, a physicist who directed 
much of the work of the bomb. 

Teller, whose inventions are 
credited with producing the 
“breakthrough” necessary to 
achieve a thermonuclear weapon, 
made the statement in testimony 
before a special Atomic Energy 
Commission security board which 
ee Oppenheimer’s loy- 

ty 

The Hungarian-born Teller, 
whom Oppenheimer has called 
the “father of the H-bomb,” told 
the board “we might have had 
the bomb in 1947” if Oppenheim- 
er had lent his support. But 
he added , that Oppenheimer 
“warmly supported” the project 
once a new approach had proved 


feasible.

STOCK MARKET 
HITS NEW HIGH 
MARK SINCE 1929 


NEW YORK, June 16 (AP)— 
The stock market smashed 
through to a new high mark 
since 1929 today in a strong 
drive ahead. 

It was the second straight 
buoyant market, and prices on 
average erased the last vestige 
of the major break suffered last 
week. 

The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks was up 80 cents at 
$125.80, a new high for the year 
and the best point for the av- 
erage since Oct. 25, 1929. 
Prices were up as much as $1 
to $3 a share by late afternoon. 
Yesetrday the market made 
one of its best advances of the 
last two years, taking prices on 
the average to @ point near 
their 1954 peak. 


NORMAL WEATHER 
HARD TO FORESEE 
IN 30-DAY OUTLOOK 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP) 
The Weather Bureau today pre- 
dicted it will be warmer than 
usual for the season in the 
southern plains and the eastern 
half of the nation during the 
next 30 days.

and security.” 

If the resolution is vetoed by 
Russia in the Security Council, 
the 60-nation General Assembly 
may take action and nullify the 
veto by two-thirds vote.

Worth the Try 
The coming visit of Winston Churchill and 


Anthony Eden should restore a vigor and mutual 
confidence which faded far too much from 


Anglo-American relations during the Geneva 


conference. 

A White House aide describes the visit as “an 
informal meeting” but it will be far more serious 
than that. This is the first time Mr. Churchill 
has come to the United States in official capaci- 
ty since World War II. And the visit coincides 
with an unhealthy deterioration of relations 
which has alarmed the press in Britain and, to 
a lesser extent, in this country. 

The conflict of attitudes, if not policies, has 
been apparent in the Geneva conference. An- 
thony Eden worked ceaselessly toward a truce 
in Indochina and a settlement for Korea, while 
Secretary Dulles quickly returned home and our 
delegates made it plain to the world that the 
United States officially doubted the conference 
would ever amount to much. 

Now the Geneva meeting is indeed faltering. 
Mr. Churchill himself ‘has pronounced the con- 
ference deadlocked. The 16 countries which 
fought under the United Nations flag have 
broken off the Korean peace talks. The Indo- 
china phase of the conference seems about as 
hopeless. 

Does the futility of Geneva prove that the 


State Department was 100 cent right and 
Britain equally wrong? It s not. What it 
proves is that the difficulties 6f making any 


kind of real peace today are larger than the 

world would have known, had not Mr. Eden 
worked so persistently for it.

One event that stood out at Geneva was a 

sudden Communist change of attitude. At first 

it seemed to promise compromise, then it be- 

came adamant. Foreign Minister Molotov re- 


.turned from a hurried trip to Russia to reverse 


his previous stand and demand politica] talks on 
Indochina before a truce there. 

By this time the French were in military re- 
treat and political confusion. The United States 
and Britain had disagreed on when and how to 
form an Asian alliance. India and major Asian 


’ neutrals would have none of the colonial war. 


It is no wonder that the Communists may have 
decided they had nothing to gain from a truce. 

For the failures of Geneva, the Communist 
powers bear the blame. But certainly the irreso- 
lution of the West contributed to those failures. 

Now it is far too late for two old allies to de- 
bate as to who was right or wrong. Britain en- 
tered a bid for peace at Geneva and lost in re- 
sults, if not in the eyes of peace-loving peoples. 
But the United States blew hot and cold on in- 
tervention in Indochina, without evidence that 
Americans would support a war to stay out of. 

* * . 

Against this background it is up to the United 

States and Britain to restore their alliance to 


its traditional position, and make it the keystone | 


of United Nations policy in Europe and Asia. 
The first problem is how to bolster a faltering 
France into joining the European Defense Com- 
munity. Washington has talked of denying France 
military aid. But is there no other approach 
than pressure which weakens the first line of 


defense in Europe? a 


Next is the problem of the Southeast Asian 
alliance, Britain has held off from Mr. Dullés's 
proposal pending the results at Geneva. Those 
results are apparent enough now to encourage 
the alliance but the terms have still to be 
worked out. ny Hh 

To be effective, an Asian alliance will have 
to include more ‘Asians than the preliminary 
suggestions took into account. This has been 
Britain’s position from the start and Britain ts 
close to India. Moreover, both Mr. Dulles and 
Mr. Eden should be able to agree on procedure 
for getting United Nations support. It was under 
the U.N. flag that the Free World first turned 
back Communist aggression in Korea. 


These problems Geneva leaves as a legacy. If — 


ever the United States—and Britain—needéd 
that “agonizing reappraisal” of which Mr. Dulles 
has sometimes spoken, that time is now.

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Bizarre Biography . — 
A man of prestige with a near-genius.for the 
bizarre. That was Harold G. Hoffman of New 
Jersey in life. 


The. late onetime Governor at Trenton played 
Sherlock Holmes in the celebrated Lindbergh 
kidnaping case. His associates in that tragic af- 
fair were the fantastic rural detective Ellis H. 
Parker, who went to the penitentiary for one of 
his fantasies, and Dr. John F. (Jafsie) Condon, 
an amateur sleuth who was a sort of bumbling 
pixie with a lust for limelight. 


Harold Hoffman also tried to help smuggle a 
message to the notorious gangster Joe Adonis 
in jail. But the most bizarre act of his life came 
in death—his confession, in a letter to his daugh- 
ter, that for 15 years he had been stealing from 
the South Amboy Trust Co., of which he was 
president, and that he had stolen altogether 
$300,000. | } 

Mr. Hoffman's passing June 4 ofily launched 
him on a new career as a maker of mysteries. 
Why did he confess at all? Why did he leave 
two copies of his confession? Why did his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Ada Hoffman Leonard, disclose the 
confession by making an affidavit instead of by 
showing the letter itself? What was in those 
pages of the letter which she still keeps secret? 

These questions are as tantalizing as other 
questions which’ died with Mr. Hoffman unan- 
swered. 

. Why did he make a secret visit by night to the 
death cell of Bruno Richard Hauptmann, con- 
victed kidnaper of the Lindbergh child? Why 
did he throw doubts on the guilt of Hauptmann? 
Why did he make so much of the “confession” 


which Ellis Parker was convicted of torturing — 


from Paul H. Wendell, a former Trenton lawyer? 
Did he, as alleged, furnish the $800-odd with 
which Stephen Spitz, convicted forger. who 
claimed to have bought $5000 of the Lindbergh 
ransom money, paid a fine and got out of jail 
in Chicago? 

These are questions with more come-on than 
those that end a.soap opera, ‘but there may be 
no use tuning in again tomorrow, for too many 
who knew the answers are dead. 

Mr. Hoffman’s very flair for the fantastic con- 
tinually invited the investigation of his activities 
that might have disclosed his large embezzl 
ments but was never made. | 

Not until last March 18 did the unseen net 
begin to close in around him. He was suspended 
then from his post as director of the New Jersey 
Division of Employment Security, which han- 
dles unemployment compensation and sickness 
benefit funds. “Widespread irregularities” in 
the purchase of supplies and equipment were 
alleged. 

By an ironic coincidence, the investigation 
that led to his suspension by Gov. Meyner was 
made by H. Norman Schwartzkopf. Mr. Hoffman 
had refused to reappoint Mr. Schwartzkopf as 
Superintendent of State Police two decades ago 
because Schwartzkopf differed with his opinion 
that the Hauptmann conviction did not close the 
Lindbergh kidnaping case. :

Ever since Columbus discovered 
America in. 1492, the Catholic Church 
has been interested in the conversion 
of the American Indian. The work of 
Catholic Indian missionaries in North 
‘America has been prodigious and the 
names of some of the great men con- 
nected with it have become legend— 
Pierre Jean De Smet in the Northwest, 
Isaac Jogues in the North, Junipero 
Serra on the Pacific Coast. The story 
of these men and men like them is one 
of hardships, lonely toil and martyrdom 
as they moved forward toward their 
goal of a knowledge of Christianity for 
the Red Man. 

This volume of Father Peter Rahill 
of St. Louis University is a carefully 
documented account of the establish- 
ment of the Bureau of Catholic Indian 
Missions during the heart-bre years 
when President Grant's so-called “Peate 
Policy” of the 1870s and 1880s was in 
effect.

Although commodity price 
agreements no doubt have their 
place in any program of stabili- 
zation and economic develop- 
ment, I doubt if there is. any 
automatic formula of price guar- 
antees, appealing as it is, which 
can give these countries what 
they really want. 

We must, however, provide 
some effective alternative, which 
will offer a reasonable hope of 
social and economic progress of 
security,. and above all of self- 
respect. The negatiye and piece- 
meal approach which, the United 
States and the other industrial- 
ized countries are now using is 
not good enough.

Chairman: Styles Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, of the

appropriation? bill. 

The original naval ship build- 
ing program for fiscal 1955 
called for the construction of 
one more atomic submarine and 
two conventional submarines. 

Bridges said, however, that 
because of the “tremendous 
represented by 
atomic-powered submarines, the 


‘| Navy has decided to start con- 


struction. of two atomic sub- 
marines in the coming fiscal 
year. | 


The revised program will give 
the Navy a squadron of four 
submarines, 
capable of cruising thousands of 
miles under water at high speed. 


First Already Launched. 


The world’s first atomic sub- 
marine, the Nautilus, was 
launched last winter. It is due 
to start experimental runs this 
summer. The Sea Wolf is under 
construction at Groton, Conn. 


Bridges said he has been in- 
formed by Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson that one of 
the two new atomic submarines 
will be built at a naval shipyard 
and one at a private shipyard. 


Of the basis of a letter from 
Wilson, Bridges said he “‘as- 
sumes” that one of them will be 
built at the Portsmouth (N. H.) 
naval shipyard. 

Despite the $5,500,000,000 cut 
in defense appropriations below 
last year’s level, Senate Demo- 
crats appeared ready to accept

report to the advisory board. 

The board will seek out sci- 
entists able to explore the var- 
fous possibilities of cigarette- 
smoking and health, Dr.. Little 
said. This “seeking out” is a 


departure from .most other can+ 


cer research support programs 
which wait for ‘investigators to 
apply for funds, he ‘added. 

Little said that if injuri- 
ous products are found in to- 
bacco, the seientists may be em- 
ployed to find means of elim- 
inating them. 

Dr. Little, who fs director of 
the Jackson laboratory at Bar 
Harbor, e., is also former 
president of the University of 
Michigan, of the University of 
Maine and of the American As- 
sociation for Cancer Research. 

“I smoke pipes and not cig- 
arettes,” Dr. Little said in re- 
sponse ‘to a question,” because if 
I smoke a cigarette down too 
far the heat gets under my long 
nose.

“A, recent sur- 
vey of this No. 1 production area 
(Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba) shows that the drouth 
of last fall and winter has ex- 
tended jinto~portions of the 
Prairie provinces and is reflect- 
ed in the drying up of pot holes 
and sloughs, and a drop in the 
water level of many of the re- 
maining water areas. Precipita- 
tion, or lack of it, during the 
next few weeks will have a ma- 
jor effect on this year’s water- 
fowl crop.” 


Farming Hurts Nesting. 


Delay of farming operations, 
due to the unseasonable weather, 
also will be a major factor in a 
possible decline in waterfowl 
production. Extensive spring 
burning and plowing, coinci- 
dental with first nesting at- 
tempts, will have a decided 
detrimental effect oh nesting 
success. In addition to spring 
burning, some sections this year 
report evidence of an increase 
of burned-over stubble. fields, 
ditch banks and pot-hole edges 
during the fall and winter 
months. 

Waterfowl will refuse ‘to nest 
in barren, burned-over areas, 
and predators will take a heavy 
toll of eggs and young ducklings 
in the heavily concentrated nest- 
ing areas. The average Canadian 
farmer tries to protect the nest- 


_ ing birds in every way possible 


but, like his farmer-neighbors 
south of the Canadian border 
he can not afford to sacrifice

Ducks will re-nest ff their 
first clutch of eggs is destroyed 
or infertile.

: Frequently the hen returns to 
the same nesting meadow and to 
the same cover within this habi- 
tat. Hens have been known to 
re-nest as many as three times 
when. their nests were broken 
up.

Moiting Fraught With Peril. 

The summer molting season, 
during which the adult birds 
shed all wing and tail feathers, 
is a critical time of the year for 
waterfowl. It will be doubly so 
this year due to the delayed 
farming season and if there is a 
continuation of droyth _condi- 
tions. The birds are then unable 
to fly for a period of four or 
five weeks and easily fall prey 
to natural efiem 

The chief des 
and ducklings are crows, mag- 
pies, coyotes, skunks and foxes. 
Snapping turtles are considered 
among the deadliest — * 
young ducks, preying also 
mature birds. Bullfrogs, p pike. 
pickerel and bass, too, will 
ducklings. Cooper’s and duck 
hawks, great horned and snowy 
owls also rank among the worst 
foes of waterfowl. | 

It is entirely too early to form 
a clear-cut opinion from the 
first reports of the extensive 
waterfowl survey.

WASHINGTON, June “16 (AP) 
«Representative Richards 
(Dem.), South Carolina, said to- 
day he has not decided whether 
to go along with an Administra- 
tion request to soften a curb of 
shipping arms to European al- 
lies which already have ratified 
the -European Defense Commu- 
nity treaty. 

Richards is author of an 
amendment which now earmarks 
half of the arms aid for West- 
ern Europe for dhe still-unor- 
ganized EDC and its internation- 
al army.

The State Department,: which 
originally opposed the Richards 
amendment, now has told Con- 
gress it would welcome this type 
of restriction on arms for France 
and Italy, if these nations con- 
tinue to delay ratifying the six- 
nation EDC pact. 

But Livingstone T. Merchant, 
assistant secretary of state, has 
told the foreign policy commit- 
tees, of both Senate and House 
that Secretary of State Dulles 
wants unrestricted authority to 
send arms to the four nations 
which have ratified EDC. These 
are West .Germany, Belgium, 
Luxembourg and The Nether- 
lands.

Three cities took issue with E. 
Roland Harriman, national Red 
Cross chairman, who said some 
tornado-ravaged areas failed tg 
reimburse the relief agency, even 
though supplemental funds were 
raised in these communities 


after the Red Cross had advanced 
money for the basic needs of 
victims. 

Harriman named Flint, Mich., 
as a case in point. Another Red 
Cross official named Waco, Tex., 
and Worcester, Mass. All were 
hit by tornadoes last year. 


Primary Question. 


In each case the primary 
question seemed to be: if a 
stricken city, aided by Red 
Cross, subsequently raises funds 
of its own for relief, should this 
money be used to repay the Red 
Cross or should it be used lo- 
cally to rehabilitate victims as 
completely as possible? 
Worcester said nearly all, and 
Flint said part, of the Red Cross 
aid had been repaid. Waco said 
it would consider granting the 
Red Cross part of its supple- 
mental fund if ig should develop 
that victims and their relatives 
need no further help. 

The dispute originated in Har- 
riman's address Monday before 
the national Red Cross conven- 
tion here. He said the Red Cross 
was returning to its previous 
practice of conducting special 
campaigns when disasters strike, 
because of developments in re- 
cent operations. 

The organization, he said, has 
never considered that the pub- 
lic wishes the Red Cross to “act 
as an insurance company and 
replace disaster losses on the 
basis of loss. . . 


$600,000 Spent in Flint. 
When a tornado struck Flint 


nearly $600,000, contributed by 
all the country, he said, adding: 

“Meanwhile, a committee in 
Flint solicited funds and re- 
ceived over $900,000. Not one 
cent of this was turned over to 
Red Cross to meet its needs. On 
the contrary, after Red Cross 
finished its job, all that money 
was distributed to people over 
and above what they had re- 
ceived from Red Cross—irre- 
spective of whether they could 
have taken care of themselves 
from then on in whole or in 
part.” 

Flint’s Mayor Donald Riegel 
said he understood that a good 
deal of the money contributed 
after the tornado was given to 
the Red Cross. Flint Red Feath- 
er fund officials said its minutes 
showed the Red Cross was will- 
ing to help, regardless of money 
raised locally. 

The Red Feather fund's chair- 
man, Ellis H, Warren, said he 
believed some $150,000 of its 
money went to the Red Cross, 
and added that he didn’t think 
any more should be paid back. 

“It should be used,” he said, 
“to 
close as possible to their former 
status.” 

R. R. Schaefer, national diree- 
tor of Red Cross disaster serv- 
ices, said that after the Wor- 
cester tornado, some $2,000,000 
was raised for the central Mas- 
sachusetts disaster relief com- 
mittee, and the Red Cross with- 
drew a special campaign when 
told that this committee and 
others would share the money.

The connection is not be- 
tween power and destruction, 
but between the human mind 
and destruction. Fire in the 
hands of an arsonist is not the 
same as fire in the hands of a 
blacksmith. 


The difference between a. 


man who uses water in which 
to drown himself, afd one who 
uses water in which to swim, 
is purely mental. The water is 
the same in both instances, 
but is put to different uses by 
two different philosophies of 
water.

WHAT, then, is the intrinsic 
connection between modern 
human thinking and this threat 
of mass suicide? 

Nietzsche, in his prophetic 
madness, looked forward to 
the twentieth century as a 
“century of wars.” “J herald 


the coming of a tragic era..... 


We must be prepared for a 
long series of demolitions ... 
devastations and unheavals... 
there will be wars such as the 
world Mas never seen, ... Eu- 
rope will soon be enveloped in 
darkness and we shall watch 
the rise of the black tide. 
Thanks to me, a catastrophe is 
at hand. A catastrophe whose 
name I know, whose name I 
shall not tell... then all the 
earth will writhe in eaciondt 
sions.” 

Why did Nietzsche ie 
this vision of the earth as a 
plague, of death? His answer 
was that this carnage would 
follow from the atheism which 
he advocated. 

His atheism was not the

As he put it: “We must 
make the death of God a 
splendid renunciation on our 
part.” This is militant athe- 
ism of Communism.

BUT ATHEISM results in 
atheism. Because man wills to 
have no God over him, he 
must produce something to 
overcome his lonliness. This 
new world of militant athe- 
ism, as he puts it, “will be the 
coming of nihilism.” “The 
death of God is bound to have 
fatal repercussions,” he pre- 
dicts. The anti-God humanity, 
predicted. Nietzsche, would 
lead to self-destruction. 

The Russian thinker Nicho- 
las Berdyaev explained this 
idea of Nietzsche as follows: 
“Where there is no God, there 
is no man either.” The mean- 
ing is that man, who is not a 
reflection of the divine image, 
who is his own ersatz abso- 
lute, and “phony” deity, is 
already disintegrated on the 
inside: his mind has already 
undergone a _ psychic-fission. 

Broken into a thousand dis- 
cordant parts which psycho- 
analysts try to glue together 
from a Freudian pot, he is al- 
ready subconsciously prepared 
to break the world. Man is 
now a tool for dictators, a 
pawn for tyrants, a “sucker” 
for propaganda, a contradic- 
tion to be consumed. In reali- 
ty there is no longer man be- 
cause there is nothing that 
gives man Aignity, al 


ATHEISM, which wills the 
death of God, necessarily 
wills the death of man. Such 
is its logic, according to its 
greatest exponents. 

Man, bereft of the Divine 
Magnet that leads him beyond, 
now becomes the plaything 
_ of fate, or of push buttons
